Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1964. 

The  record  is  a good  one,  the  measurements  of  the  health  of  the 
population  contained  in  the  rates  for  births,  deaths,  infant  mortality 
and  perinatal  mortality  all  being  satisfactory  and  continuing  the 
improvement  of  recent  years.  There  was  a low  incidence  of  notihable 
infectious  disease  and  there  was  no  occurrence  of  potentially  serious 
epidemic  disease.  For  the  hrst  time  there  was  no  death  attributed  to 
tuberculosis  and  this  was  the  second  successive  year  with  no  death 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuber- 
> culosis  notihed,  although  higher  than  in  the  previous  year  never- 
theless is  low  when  compared  with  the  average  for  recent  years  and 
so  hts  in  with  the  pleasing  decline  in  this  hgure. 


A feature  of  the  Report  this  year  is  the  record  of  work  done  in 
projects  specihcally  designed  to  assist  the  elderly  persons  in  the 
community — especially  chiropody  and  meals  services.  This  results 
from  the  very  good  co-operation  achieved  by  the  Council  with 
Durham  County  Council  and  the  Voluntary  Agencies,  notably  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  but 
also  including  the  great  goodwill  and  manifold  efforts  of  a great 
number  of  people  throughout  the  District. 


The  year  was  a very  difficult  one  for  the  Department  because 
of  staff  illness  and  changes.  Mr.  Brewer,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspec- 
tor, fell  ill  and  went  off  duty  in  July  and  to  our  great  sorrow  did  not 
return  and  died  in  the  following  year.  He  was  appointed  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  only  in  1962,  but  had  served  the  Council 
loyally  and  well  for  15  years  prior  to  this. 

His  was  a great  personal  loss  to  us  all. 
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Mr.  Wilson,  Chief  Clerk  who  had  worked  here  for  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a century  was  absent  until,  his  retirement,  precipitated 
by  illness,  in  March.  He  was,  of  course,  very  much  a part  of  the 
Department  and  lie  took  with  him  our  wishes  for  a long  and  happy 
retirement. 

On  a liappier  note,  but  nevertheless,  disturbing  to  the  smootli 
working  of  the  Office,  Miss  Malcolm,  Clerk/Typist  became  Mrs.  Orr 
and  later  was  promoted  Chief  Clerk,  although  this  was  for  a short 
time  only  until  she  left  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

She  was  succeeded  first  by  Miss  Mullin  as  Clerk/Typist  and 
later  by  Mrs.  Kyle  as  Chief  Clerk  and  we  welcome  both. 

I am  most  grateful  to  all  the  members  of  the  Department  for 
their  hard  work  under  difficult  circumstances. 

I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  lor  your 
continued  support  and  encouragement  and  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation.

394  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  215  males  and  179 
females.  The  number  in  1963  was  391.  The  death  rate  (adjusted) 
of  13.0  is  unchanged  from  that  of  the  previous  year  (13.0). 

The  rate  for  County  Durham  is  10.8,  and  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  11.3  (Table  I). 

Individual  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  Table  II. 


Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  accounted  for  156  of  the 
deaths  registered  or  39%  of  all  deaths  registered.  In  1963  the 
figure  was  36%. 


Cancer  accounted  for  61  of  the  deaths  which  represents  15% 
of  all  deaths.  In  1963  the  figure  was  20%.  The  deaths  from  Cancer 
in  all  forms  is  1.7  per  1,000  population. 


There  were  15  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  (17  in  1963)  which 
represents  a rate  of  0.41  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


No  deaths  were  registered  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis ; 
1 death  was  registered  from  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1963.

Too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate 
owing  to  the  comparatively  small  numbers  of  deaths  each  year. 


Neo-Natal  Mortality  (deaths  occurring  in  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life). 

There  were  9 deaths  of  children  under  one  month  (8  of  which 
were  under  one  week  old)  which  represents  a rate  of  13.5  per  1,000 
live  births.  In  1963  there  were  6 deaths  giving  a rate  of  9.6.  The  rate 
for  Durham  County  is  15.7  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  13.8. 
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Early  Neo-Natal  Mortality  (deaths  occurring  during  the  first  week 
of  life). 

There  were  8 deaths  of  children  under  one  week  old.  This 
gives  a rate  of  11.9  per  1,000  live  births. 


Perinatal  Mortality. 

(Stillbirths  and  children  who  died  in  the  first  week  of  life). 

During  1964  there  were  10  stillbirths  and  8 deaths  of  children 
under  1 week  old.  This  gives  a rate  of  20.0  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.  The  rate  for  1963  was  30.1.

7.  Domiciliary  Laundry  Service  for  Old  People. 

This  service  which  was  commenced  during  1957,  has  the  aim  of 
helping  elderly  sick  people  in  the  area.  It  is  provided  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local  Health 
Authority  acting  in  conjunction. 

Mrs.  Grime  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  who  continues  to 
undertake  the  administration  and  control  of  this  service,  advises  me 
that  14  households  (in  the  area  of  the  three  districts)  were  being 
served  at  the  beginning  of  1964  and  there  were  13  households  at  the 
end  of  the  vear. 

The  service  continues  to  be  a most  useful  one  and  as  with  so 
many  services  for  the  elderly,  many  of  the  old  people  v/ho  beneht 
from  it,  welcome  not  only  the  service  but  the  faet  of  the  regular 
visit  for  laundry  collection.  This  is  some  relief  to  their  loneliness. 

8.  Meals  for  Old  People. 

Throughout  the  year  1964,  the  Meals  Service  to  old  people  has 
operated  well.  The  success  of  the  Scheme  is  due  largely  to  Voluntary 
Helpers  (the  voluntary  societies  and  others)  and  the  financial  assist- 
ance given  by  Durham  County  Council  and  Durham  Rural  District 
Council  respectively. 

I give  below  the  details  of  Meals  for  Old  People  operating  in  the 
various  parishes  : — 

Witton  Gilbert  Parish  Meals  from  Neighbours  : — 

In  October  1964,  this  scheme  was  introduced  in  conjunction 
with  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  to  provide  meals  for  old  people 
in  the  Witton  Gilbert  Parish.  It  provides  a meal  twice  weekly  at  a 
cost  of  1/-  per  meal  to  each  person.  The  number  of  persons  receiving 
meals  at  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  was  5 and  there  was  no  change 
during  the  year. 

Croxdale — Meals  on  Wheels 

This  scheme  is  operated  by  the  Croxdale  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Association  in  conjunction  with  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service. 

Two  meals  per  week  are  provided  per  person  at  a eost  of  1/-  per 
meal  to  the  recipient.  The  number  of  persons  receiving  these  meals 
is  12.

9.  Chiropody. 

During  the  year  chiropody  services  for  old  people  were  set  up 
in  hve  parishes,  Bearpark,  Bowburn,  Croxdale,  Sherburn  Hill  and 
Witton  Gilbert.  They  are  operated  by  the  Britisli  Red  Cross  Society 
with  the  assistance  of  voluntary  helpers  from  each  locality.  Durham 
County  Council  pays  expenses. 

The  provision  of  Chiropody  is  a most  useful  service  for  old  people 
in  the  Community  and  they  appreciate  it  greatly.  Great  credit  is  due 
to  all  those  voluntary  helpers  whose  work  makes  the  Clinics  possible. 

I welcome  this  opportunity  of  paying  tribute  to  the  Chiro- 
podists at  the  various  centres,  who  do  so  much  more  than  merely 
provide  the  chiropody.  The  old  people  themselves  contribute  greatly 
to  the  success  of  the  venture  by  faithfully  keeping  their  appoint- 
ments whenever  they  can,  often  in  the  face  of  great  difhcnlty.

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Section  C. — 1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Diirliani  County  Water  Board  provides  a piped  water 
supply  of  good  quality  to  most  of  the  District,  the  properties  served 
being  directly  connected  to  the  public  water  mains,  there  being  no 
stand-pipes. 


Mr.  A.  C.  Wildsmith,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Durham  County 
W'ater  Board,  has  kindly  provided  the  following  information 
relating  to  the  Board’s  Area  generally,  during  the  year. 


The  last  6 months  of  1964  were  extremely  dry  and  indeed  the 
whole  year  was  drier  than  average,  some  of  the  Board’s  rain  gauges 
measuring  as  little  as  77%  of  the  long  term  average.  This  lack  of 
rainfall  caused  considerable  difficulties  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
All  the  Board’s  reservoirs  were  affected  and  those  a,t  Tunstall, 
Waskerley,  Smiddy  Shaw  and  Hisehope  fell  to  points  below  the 
1959  levels.  At  the  same  time,  the  consumption  in  the  Board’s  area 
increased  by  0.5  m.g.d.  to  a total  for  the  year  of  15.76  m.g.d.  The 
whole  of  this  increase  was  in  respect  of  metered  consumption,  the 
unmetered  consumption  being  virtually  unchanged.  Based  on  the 
present  estimated  population  of  410,000  the  consumption  per  head 
per  day  is  38.44  gallons,  24.91  being  unmetered  and  13.53  metered. 

During  the  year,  1,706  bacteriological  samples  were  taken,  903 
of  these  being  from  the  Board’s  distribution  system.

There  are  6 other  supplies  throughout  the  District  to  properties 
mainly  spring  or  well  sources,  in  some  cases  collected  to  reservoirs, 
although  in  one  instance  there  is  roof  collection  of  rainwater. 

In  the  cases  of  spring  and  well  supplies  the  occupants  are 
advised  to  boil  the  water  consumed.

2.  Sewerage. 

The  following  details  have  been  kindly  given  by  the  Surveyor, 
Mr.  K.  G.  Miller. 

[a)  Coxhoe  and  Bowbnrn  Sewerage  and  Sen^age  Disposal  Scheme. 

Approval  for  this  scheme  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  August,  1960. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  which  was  completed  in 
September,  1964,  was  £137,000. 

[h)  Wilton  Gilbert  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

An  inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  held  in  July,  1963,  and 
approval  was  received  in  August,  1963. 

Tenders  have  been  subsequently  received  but  delay  in  com- 
mencing work  is  due  to  negotiations  taking  place  between  the 
National  Coal  Board  and  the  Council.

(r)  Pity  Me  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Work  commenced  in  February,  1064,  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
scheme  being  £65,749. 

{d)  Brancepeth  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

Ministry  of  Health  approval  was  received  in  January,  1964,  and 
work  was  commenced  in  February,  1964,  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
scheme  being  £6,395. 

{e)  Industrial  Site  Sewers — Benny’s  Lane. 

Ministry  of  Health  approval  was  given  in  March,  1964.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  was  £13,842.  The  schem.e  which 
commenced  in  June,  1964,  was  completed  in  October,  1964. 

(/)  Bowhurn  Industrial  Site  Sewers. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  scheme  is  £32,601.  Approval  was 
given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  September,  1964. 

3.  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

In  accordance  with  the  decision  taken  in  1963,  to  discontinue 
the  use  of  three  deposit  gauges  which  measured  atmospheric  pollu- 
tion in  the  area  of  one  specihc  industrial  source  of  dust,  no  measure- 
ments were  taken  in  1964. 

4.  Public  Swimming  Baths.

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Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  140  ash  closets  and  10  ash-pit  privies  in  the  District, 
the  majority  of  which  are  in  houses  scheduled  for  clearance  and 
demolition  and  houses  in  outlying  parts  of  the  District  with  no 
sewage  facilities. 

5 conversions  to  water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  making  a post-war  total  of  526.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  11,700  out  of  a total  of  11,850  on  the  water-carriage 
system  which  represents  approximately  98.7%. 

16  ashclosets  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

As  the  hgures  show,  progress  in  this  matter  continues,  but  it  is 
difficult  to  maintain  as  many  of  the  closets  which  are  left  present 
special  problems. 


Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  continued  during  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  some  outlying  farms  which  were  let  on  contract 
to  the  several  occupiers. 

A fleet  of  10  Karrier  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  with  a comple- 
ment of  9 driver-fillers  and  28  labourer-fillers  was  employed  in 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse.  In  addition  a Tractor  was 
employed  full  time  keeping  the  refuse  tips  in  order. 

Trade  refuse  was  removed  from  factories,  canteens  and  various 
shops  on  a rechargeable  basis. 


6.  Rodent  Control. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Council’s 
Sewers  and  Sewage  Works  during  the  year. 

41  inspections  were  made  of  the  Council’s  properties  (apart 
from  Council  houses)  and  treatments  were  given  with  satisfactory 
results. 

343  dwelling  houses  were  found  to  be  infested,  265  with  rats 
and  78  with  mice.  Many  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  the 
successful  treatment  of  these  premises. 

28  busings  premises  were  treated  during  the  year. 
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19  contracts  were  entered  into,  with  owners  or  occupiers  of 
agricultural  holdings,  to  carry  out  a minimum  of  two  treatments 
per  year  at  a hxed  price. 

Table  V shows  a summary  of  the  properties  inspected  and 
treated  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1964.

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Section  D.^ — Housing. 

During  the  year  115  houses  were  built  by  the  Council.  (As 
shown  in  the  Table). 

225  houses  were  built  by  private  owners. 

41  houses  were  made  ht  as  a result  of  informal  action  under  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

As  a result  of  formal  action  3 houses  were  made  fit  by  the  owners 
and  1 by  the  local  authority. 

6 demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  m.aking  a post- 
war total  of  849.  2 Closing  Orders  were  made. 

21  houses  subject  to  demolition  orders,  were  dem.olished.  1 
house  subject  to  a Closing  Order  was  closed. 

Overcrowding. 

One  new  case  of  overcrowding  was  revealed  during  the  year  and 
one  family  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  was  rehoused. 

Rehousing. 

25  families  (68  persons)  were  rehoused  from  houses  subject  to 
demolition  order,  and  1 family  (3  persons)  from  a house  subject  to 
Closing  Order. 

Included  in  the  Council’s  scheme  for  rehousing  is  the  provision 
for  priority  to  be  given  to  families  in  which  there  is  a case  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  represents 
that  rehousing  would  be  benehcial.  There  is  a residential  qualih- 
cation  of  one  year. 

The  scheme,  without  doubt,  is  a most  beneficial  provision  in  this 
disease  where  the  relationship  with  housing  conditions  is  considered 
to  be  close. 

Alterations  to  Houses. 

(a)  A scheme  is  in  operation  whereby  alterations  may  be 
effected  to  any  house  in  which  there  lives  a disabled  person,  altera- 
tions which  will  enable  that  person  more  easily  to  overcome  the 
disability. 

Examples  are,  the  extra  provision  of  handrails  to  staircases, 
ramps  in  place  of  steps  in  houses  where  there  is  a wheelchair,  bath 
seats,  fixed  handrails  beside  baths  and  waterclosets,  widening  of 
gateways,  lowering  of  kitchen  fixtures. 
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This  Council  and  the  County  Council  each  contribute  50% 
of  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  works  of  adaptation.  During  1964  the 
Surveyor  to  the  Council,  carried  out  on  this  basis  alterations  to 
7 Council  houses. 

(b)  Under  the  Acts  the  Council  is  empowered  to  make  Grants 
to  owners  who  wish  to  improve  their  property.

Scarlet  Fever. 

14  notiftcations  were  reeeived  during  the  year  compared  with 
2 in  1963.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 


Whooping  Cough. 

32  cases  of  whooping  cougfi  were  notified  during  the  year  (48 
in  1963).  Two  notihcations  were  in  respect  of  children  under  1 
year  of  age  and  1 aged  from  1 to  2 years.  One  case  was  admitted 
to  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  whooping  cough. 

Immunisation  against  the  disease  may  be  obtained  from  general 
medical  practitioners  and  local  health  authority  clinics.  It  may  be 
in  the  form  of  a combined  injection  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
also. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

As  in  the  previous  four  years  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were 
notified  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued 
by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  under  their  own  arrange- 
ments and  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.

132  cases  were  notified  during  1964  compared  with  532  in  the 
previous  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  tenth  consecutive  year  there  were  no  notifications  of 
diplitheria. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  arranges  that  propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by 
post  when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three  months.  Further 
propaganda  regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  despatched 
when  children  are  one  year  old  and  again  at  four  years,  nine  months. 
All  such  propaganda  gives  details  of  the  facilities  available  for 
vaccination  and  immunisation. 

The  tables  of  diphtheria  immunisation  show  that  records  were 
received  of  477  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  having  received 
a full  course  of  primary  immunisation  during  the  year,  compared 
with  439  during  1963.  61  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15 
years  received  primary  injections.  400  children  received  booster 
injections  during  the  year. 


Acute  Pneumonia. 

5 cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  6 for  the  previous  year.  20  deaths  were  attributed  to  pneu- 
monia (23  in  1963). 

Dysentery. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  dysentery  in  1964  in  the  Area, 
compared  with  40  cases  notified  in  1963. 


Paratyphoid  Fever. 

For  the  eighth  consecutive  year  there  were  no  cases  of  para- 
typhoid fever. 

Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  1964,  compared 
with  4 in  1963.
